“Western Union, Please,” next week’s 
new play at the Playhouse is a comedy 
by Albert Hackett and Frances Goodrich, 
authors of “Up Pops the Devil,’ and 
more recently screen writers of such di- 
verting pictures as “The Thin Man,” 
“After the Thin Man” and ‘“Maytime.” 
The scene of their drama is not laid, as 
might be expected, in a telegraph Office, 
but in the Daley family home, where 
Jennie Daley rules the roost without any 
apparent discomfiture from the absence 
of her long since disappeared husband. 

Percy Kilbride, who scored a great per- 
sonal success on Broadway two years 
ago in “Post Road,” will have a leading 
role. Others prominently featured in the 
cast include Evelyn Varden, appearing 
this week as Mommy in “Accidental 
Family,” Philip Huston, Martha Scott, 
Otto Hulett, Dudley Hawley, Mabel Page, 
and Edward Butler. The play will be 
staged by Arthur Sircom and designed by 
Eugene C. Fitsch. 


PERMANENT COMPANY SHINES IN 
ASSIGNMENTS 


Contrary to the practice in many sum- 
mer playhouses, Raymond Moore does 
not believe in relying upon visiting 
stars for all the leading roles in his 
productions. Perhaps because his per- 
manent company this season includes 
such fine players as Philip Huston, 
Martha Scott, Richard Carlson, Dudley

ler, Mr. Moore has been able to entrust 
important assignments to them all, nor 
have they failed him in the breach.

PLAYS AND FLOWERS BLOOM AT 
DENNIS

(Reprinted from the Boston Sunday Post 
of July is. A1937) 


One of the big dredges digging out the 
Cape Cod Canal picked up an electric 
light cable, one evening two weeks ago, 
and the Cape was plunged into darkness 
for a matter of several hours. 


At all the resorts, in all the little 
green-and-white villages, men and wom- 
en in starched white put down their 
bridge hands, fumbled for their tall, cool 
drinks and made the best or the worst 
of the situation, according to their cir- 
cumstances, their moods, or their dispo- 
sitions. 


At Dennis, the patrons of the Cape 
Playhouse were watching a musical com- 
edy when the power lines failed. For per- 
haps 10 minutes they, too, sat in gloom 
that was unrelieved except by the blink- 
ing flashlights of the ushers. 


At the end of 10 minutes, the stage 
lights came up again and on went the 
show. 

It wasn’t till they left the theatre that 
the audience discovered that most of the 
rest of Cape Cod was lighted only by 
candles or kerosene. 

The Cape Playhouse, you see, has its 
own private generator plant, held in 
readiness for emergency, ready to oper- 
ate efficiently at a moment’s call. 

Raymond Moore, who owns and oper- 
ates the Cape Playhouse and its affiliated 
enterprises, had the power plant built 
four years ago. 

That there should be such a plant is 
taken for granted by those who know the

Moore methods. 


At Dennis, the Playhouse properties 
are run with silent efficiency. If lights 
go out, there is a generator and people 
who know what to do about it. If un- 
toward events of any other kind occur, 
there is no evidence of undue excite- 
ment. Someone is at hand, by order, to 
take care of it. 


Involved in this system are men and 
women, each expert in his or her own 
line. At the head of the order, little seen 
and rarely heard but endlessly alert, is 
Raymond Moore.

Of the gardens at the Cape Playhouse 
vast volumes might be written. But the 
writing should rightfully be done by a 
horticultural expert and not by a play 
reporter. 


It can be recorded without fear of con- 
tradiction, however, even by a play re- 
porter, that there are very few formal 
gardens to be compared with those of 
Raymond Moore, which are open to the 
public and have no connection with the 
theatre except that the same man owns 
and has developed both. 


The gardens are Raymond Moore’s 
personal hobby and private delight. To 
say that they are his primary interest 
might be unjust. But it is not wrong to 
write that the enthusiasm of a single 
flower lover, standing excitedly in the 
midst of the Moore petunia beds, is 
more warming to him than the printed 
enthusiasm of the legion of theatre not- 
ables who have acclaimed his theatre as 
perhaps the best of its kind in the Uni- 
ted States.
